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PREFATORY  NOTE 


This  publication  is  a  working  bibliography  on  mobility 
research  and  mobility  instrumentation  research,  the  first 
of  a  series  of  such  listings.  We  plan  in  each  case  to 
issue  the  bibliography  first  in  provisional  form;  to  wait 
a  period  of  about  six  months  for  reactions  from  the  field; 
then  to  issue  it  in  a  revised  form.  Inasmuch  as  a  re¬ 
vision  will  be  made,  we  would  encourage  you  to  let  us 
know  your  reactions,  be  they  favorable  or  unfavorable, 
so  that  we  can  try  to  make  the  listings  as  useful  as  pos¬ 
sible. 


This  bibliography  can  be  considered  a  revision  of 
a  similar  bibliography  generated  by  Mr.  John  K.  Dupress 
in  1963.  The  present  effort  differs  in  some  important 
respects,  however,  chief  among  them  being  the  fact  that 
so  far  as  possible,  references  to  psychoacoustic  and  au¬ 
ditory  research  have  been  deemphas i z e d .  The  reason  is 
that  we  plan  to  issue  in  the  near  future  a  separate  bibli¬ 
ography  covering  such  research. 

It  is  likely  that  during  calendar  1965  an  additional 
three  or  four  bibliographies,  similar  in  form  to  the  pres¬ 
ent,  will  be  issued  on  the  areas  of  psychoacoustic  re¬ 
search,  tactile  and  kinesthetic  research,  and  correlative 
research.  (The  last-named  is  concerned  with  EEG  and  other 
b r ai n- c ent e r e d  work,  and  with  the  cros s -correlat i on  of 
research  on  the  brain  and  behavioral  studies.)  Because 
this  is  a  tentative  plan,  we  would  welcome  suggestions 
according  to  the  felt  needs  for  such  information  in  the 
research  community. 

Although  the  present  bibliography  has  been  compiled 
by  the  staff  of  International  Research  Information  Ser¬ 
vice,  Leslie  L.  Clark,  Director,  we  plan  to  use  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  consultant  work  and  IRIS  staff  work  in  the  prepa¬ 
ration  of  future  bibliographies.
